The year just past has been an 
unuaAil 'ope as far as weather is 
concerned, there being several cir 
cumstances which mark it out 
from nearly all preceding years. 
In the Brat place it has been a 
cold i^ear and 'in thcr second, a 
wet year. 

The average temperaUiie tor 
the year of 1910 was 63.7 degrees 
as compared with the normal of 
55 degrees. This average makes 
it the coldest year since 19U5, in 
which year the average fell to bli.h 
or two-tenths of one degree lower 
than 1910 

Most of the months of ilie year 
were deticient in temperature ex- 
cept March, which waa the warm- 
est ev^ known, the temperature 
averaginir 54.4 degrees or 11 de 
grees higher than the normal. 
May^ June, July and August were 
all below the normal. In Novem 
ber the temperature fell live de- 
grees below normal and in 
Deceniber the deficiency was near- 
dy eight degreea. 

The year was a wot one, !9(V.) 
and 1910 carrying 7.28 and 9. '20 
inches excess of precipitation re- 
spectivelv: These two years fol- 
lowed a period of eiglit years, 
which were drier than iionnal, 
with two uaiiuportaut exceptions. 

An abnormal condition whicih 
occurred was a drought in March, 
when tlMT'" was « marked dclicien- 
cy in raiutall. An opposite ab- 
normality wa8«n excessive fain- 
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usually wet summer and fall. 

The total precipitation for the 
year was 51.84 inches, which was 
an excess above the uormal of 9.26

It is 
beinp put to such a use on a consid- 
erable experimental scale in Kansas 
and by a planter of Spartanslmr::,

chanics shows how it was done. 

The cartrid;.'-es were planted throe 
feet apart, in rows, and at a depth of 
fotir feet. The holes were made by 
driviiie rrowbar- in the desired 
depth. The dynamite was explodtxl 
by a line of men, provided with red- 
hot irons. The line went rapidlv 
down the field, the explo~inns follow- 
in^r the men in a steady roar that 
was deafening. The explosions 
ihrew clouds of soil liO feet into the 
air and covered the men from head 
to foot with dost snd dirt
